The President, you see, still 
has power to ration commodi- 
ties. By an odd quirk, Con- 
gress handed him a nine- 
month renewal of this power 
only yesterday when it passed 
the bill extending the Second 
War Powers Act. 

This means continuation of 
the power to ration sugar. But 
the President, if he finds it 
necessary, could ration other 
commodities in short supply. 

The bill also continues the 
power to allocate scarce mate.

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Big Business Boom Is Foreseen; 
All Wonder--How Long Will It Last? 


NEW YORK, June 29—(?)—

With many of the troubles that 
business during the last 
six months either whittled down 
or entirely removed, with indus- 
trial backlogs piled high and con- 
sumer demand unsated, and with 
money still plentiful, the principal 
question among businessmen and 
economists alike seemed to be how 
long the boom would last. 

Some Washington officials were 
known to be ee on estimates 
that the national income could 
pile up at an annual rate of be- 
tween $165,000,000,000 and $175,- 
000,000,000 during the next six 
months. 

The Office of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion, it was learned, 
already has estimates that would 

the rate of annual national 

at between $155,000,000,- 

000 and $160,000,000,000 for the 

first two quarters. This in itself 

would be more than double the 
prewar level. 

A number of “iffy” spots ap- 

nevertheless in what seem- 
ed to be a generally rosy business 


Two of the fears sometimes ex- 
pressed in New York business and 
financial circles were that some 
businessmen might withhold huge 
volumes of goods pending price 


clarification or that prices might. 


rise so fast and far as to encour- 
age new strikes. 
Whatever their extent, the con- 


sensus up and down the line was 
that continuing price increases 
were inevitable. Talk of a “buy- 
ers strike” was heard, but with 
little supporting evidence so far. 

The first half of the first full 
postwar year ended on a high 
note of scarcities from coast-to- 
coast — ranging from food up 
through heavy durable goods. 

One reason was the rash of 
strikes and industrial disruptions 
that were the hallmark of recent 
months, Economists working un- 
der Reconversion Director Jorn 
R. Steelman estimated informal- 
ly Saturday a direct loss of $1,- 
500,000,000 in the national prod- 
uct as a result of walkouts in this 
period, with an indirect loss of 
almost the same amount. 

The general level of production 
nevertheless was sharply upward 
at mid-year. 

Steel, a good barometer, was at 
87.2 percent of capacity as against 
43.6 a month ago and 91.5 at the 
end of June last year. Electric 
power production was at 4,129,- 
163,000 kilowatt-hours in an up- 
ward rising curve over recent 
months—lower than at this time 
last year but far above the 1941 
average. 

Department store sales contin- 
ued at record high levels, approx- 


imately double the volume of a 
year ago. Money in circulation 
rose this week to $28,135,000,000, 
approximately three times the 
1941 level. 

Against all this, the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics recently 
estimated that the wartime sav- 
ings generally credited to the 
great bulk of American workers 
actually were concentrated in the 
hands of relatively few. About 
one-fifth of the nation’s families 
were said to hold more than 75 
percent of the known savings. 

The exact volume of consumer 
demand was clearly a matter of 
guess-work. Many industrialists 
have found that duplicate orders 
had made their backlogs appear 
larger than they actually are. 

Estimates of when production 
would catch up with consumer de- 
mand naturally varied in differ- 
ent lines of business. 

Gwilym A, Price, President of 
the Westinghouse Electric Corpo- 
ration, gave this fairly typical an- 
swer this week: “Based on ev- 
erything we know our estimate is 
that we can run all-out during all 
of 1947 and well into 1948 before 
we catch up with the demand for 
heavy durable goods, and that it 
will take even longer than that to 
fill consumer goods demands.”

“I'm going to try to keep my 
prices in line,” he said, “because 
I think it’s good business and I 
want to keep my customers when 
‘prices get back to normal and I 
‘don’t intend to profiteer on them 
now.”

Truman Points To Costs 
If Inflation Grips U. S$. 


WASHINGTON, June 29—(#)— 
The cost of a lower-priced auto- 
mobile, President Truman said 


Saturday in his OPA Bill veto 
message, would jump by $225 to 
$250 if the bill became law. 

He gave other estimates of the 
effect the bill would have, al- 
though he added that to figure out 
exactly the total cost would be 
like trying to estimate the cost of 
a fire about to sweep a city. 

Some of his estimates: 

Costs of building materials, ex- 
cluding lumber, would go up an 
average of 20 percent and “com- 
pletely disrupt” the veterans’ 
housing program. 

Steel ceilings up an average of 
$4 to $8 a ton. 

A 25 to 30 percent hike for 
washing machines and refrigera- 
tors, 17 percent for floor cover- 
ings, 16 percent for plumbing sup- 
plies, 13 percent for farm ma- 
chinery. 

Clothing prices, the President 
said, are already too high but he 
figured they would rise an aver- 
age of 15 percent. This, he said, 
would add around $3,000,000,000 
a year to living expenses of 
American families. 

These are only “preliminary 
estimates of a few” of the first 
price boosts, he said. They do not 
take into consideration further in- 
creases on automobiles, for in- 
stance, after steel, tires, safetv 
glass and other materials and 
parts have received their own in- 
creases, Mr. Truman added. 

There would be some major in- 
creases in foods immediately, the 
President went on. He said other 
foods would get increases that 
would go to processors, so that 
“the farmer is a victim of this 
bill.”

Out at Georgia Tech a machine made by a young research scien- 
tist for $4,000 does exactly what machines costing $25,000 did at the 


atom bomb site at Oak Ridge, Tenn. 


A more erudite reporter could 
tell you what that is. 

Briefly, to quote Dwight A. 
Hutchison, father of the machine 
(which looks like a spinning jenny 
with sparkplugs), it breaks the 
outer structure of the atom, send- 
ing electrons spinning through a 
series of glass tubes and ends up 
separating stable isotopes. 

It is called a mass spectrometer, 
and that’s no nickname. In simple 
terms it ionizes gas molecules and 
shoots them into a magnetic field 
and then deflects them onto a 
metal target. This target. collects 
the electric charges on the ions 
and causes a minute current. The 
current is amplified and its value 
read on a galvanometer or re-

“The almost unprotected, completely surprised cities of Japan 
suffered maximum losses from atomic bomb attack. 


“If we recognize in advance the possible danger and act to fore- 
stall it, we shall at worst suffer minimum casualties and disruption.” 

The report grimly warned that for sustained attack by atomic 
bombs there are no “palliatives.” It said that much can be done in 
the way of shelters, decentralization and medical organization to 
meet an initial onslaught of bombs so that it will not be decisive 
and enable American forces to get into action. 

The bombing survey said that the overwhelming bulk of the 
buildings in American cities could not stand up against an atomic 
bomb bursting .a mile or a mile and a half away. 

The D’Olier report recommended the construction of shelters 
for protection against the terrific heat and gamma radiation which 
caused so many deaths in Japan. 

Declaring that there is no more forceful argument for peace 
than the sight of the devastation of Hiroshima and Nagasaki, the 
bombing survey said the United States, as the developer and ex- 
ploiter of the atomic bomb, “has a responsibility to lead in establish- 
ing and implementing the international guarantees and controls 
which will prevent its future use.” 

The bombing survey's investigation confirmed that the atomic 
bombs were vital factors in bringing-the war to an end, reinforcing 
demands of a “peace group” for surrender and enabling the govern- 
ment to say that no army without the atomic bomb could resist 
an enemy who had it. 

The report said that the Japanese, in the atomic bomb, “found 
the opportunity they had been seeking, to break the existing dead- 
lock within the government over acceptance of the Potsdam terms.” 


Explosion of 20,000 Tons of TNT 


Both the D’Olier report and that of the Manhattan District, pre- 


pared under the direction of “si. Gen. Leslie E. Groves, empha- - 


sized the extensive field of destructiveness of the atomic bomb as 
compared with ordinary explosives and the unprecedented _ casual- 
ties from the combination of heat, blast and gamma rays from the 
chain reaction. 

The Army’s report said detailed studies had shown that the 
general effect of the atomic bomb was equivalent to an explosion 
of 20,000 tons of TNT, but the strategic bombing survey estimated 
that it would have taken only 2,100 tons of bombs at Hiroshima and 
2,700 tons at Nagasaki to do the same amount of damage. 

The two reports also disagreed on the number of casualties in 
two cities. 

The Army report said Hiroshima suffered 135,000 casualties, or 
more than 50 percent of the population, including 66,000 dead. The 
D’Olier report estimated the Hiroshima dead at between 70,000 and 
80,000, with an equal number injured, 

The Army report said Nagasaki, a city of 195,000, suffered 64,000 
casualties, of which 39,000 were deaths. The D’Olier report esti- 
mated the Nagasaki dead at more than 35,000 with more than that 
number injured. 

The D’Olier report estimated that 15 to 20 percent of the deaths 
were caused by gamma radiation, 20 to 30 percent by flash burns, 
and 50 to 60 percent by falling debris and other injuries. 

The report said the seriousness of radiation effects could be 
measured by the fact 95 percent of the traced survivors of the im- 
mediate explosion at Hiroshima, who were within 3,000 feet, suf- 
fered radiation diseases. 


Fires 2 Miles Away 

The belief was expressed that if the effects of blast and fire had 
been entirely absent from the bombing, the number of deaths among 
people within one-half mile from the point of explosion would have 
been almost as great as the actual figures because of radiation, 
although some would have lingered for three or four weeks. 

The heat released by the explosion—millions of degrees at the 
center and from 3,000 to 9,000 degrees at the edge of the blast 
area—started fires within 10,000 feet and was felt by persons on 
their skin as far away as 24,000 feet. 

The report said that burns of unprotected skin occurred up to 
13,000 feet, serious or third-degree burns were suffered by those 
directly exposed within 4,500 feet, and in the immediate vicinity, 
the heat charred corpses beyond recognition. 

It was discovered that clothing, especially light-colored fabrics, 
as well as buildings, furnished considerable protection against the 
flash. 

Radiation—free neutrons and gamma rays—proved lethal up to 
an average radius of 3,000 feet, caused loss of hair up to 7,500 feet 
and mild effects within two miles. Both the D’Olier and Army re- 
ports agreed that there was no harmful amount of persistent radio- 
activity after the explosions as the Japanese had charged at the 
time. 

In Hiroshima, almost everything up to about a mile from 
scene of the explosion was completely destroyed, execpt for 
reinforced concrete buildings, whose interiors were wrecked. Of 
Hiroshima’s 90,000 buildings, the Army said more than 60,000 were 
destroyed or damaged. 


Effects on Survivors 
At Nagasaki, some buildings were protected from the blast by 
intervening hills, but wood-frame industrial and commercial build- 
ings of inferior construction were severely damaged within 9.9 miles. 
Describing the effect of radiation on persons near the center of

Autopsies showed remarkable 
changes in the blood picture—almost complete absence of white 
blood cells. and deterioration of bone marrow, with acute inflamma- 
tion of the mucous membrane of the throat, lungs, stomach and 
intestines. 

Symptoms in other cases, where the patients survived, included 
loss of hair. inflammation and gangrene of the gums, inflammation 
of the mouth and pharynx, ulceration of the lower gastro-intestinal 
tract, small livid spots resulting from the escape of blood from the 
tissues of the skin membrane, and hemorrhages of 
gums, nose and skin. 

The D’Olier report said that radiation also “clearly affected 
reproduction, though the extent has not been determined’ of women

Unable to send the old anchored 
Battleship Alabama to the bottom, 
the Navy declared in a _ report 
written by the then Capt. W. D. 
Leahy, later personal chief of staff 
to Presidents Roosevelt and Tru- 
man, that while the tests proved 
warships had become more vulner- 
able there was little likelihood 
that a capital ship could be sunk 
by planes unless attacked by over- 
whelming force. 

ASKS CRACK AT SHIPS 

The Air Corps clamored for a 
crack at major ships and drew the 
Navy's attention to the fact the 
Army had been quietly bombing 
the hulk of the old USS San 
Marcus off Langley Field, Va. 

The Navy finally arranged for 
newer target ships, but was placed 
in the position of having been 
forced to do so in the hope of dis- 
proving the contention of Mitchell 
and others that bombers had made 
navies obsolete. 

The budding airmen sank their 
first target, a submarine, but then 
failed to sink several cruisers. But 
the big and long awaited contest 
was the one in which both Army 
and Navy planes bombed the Ger- 
man Battleship Osterfriesland. 

That test, staged in the late 
spring of 1921, aroused tremen- 
dous interest through the country. 
Hot partisanship developed in 
Congress as well as between the 
services. Arrangements were made 
to carry a host of reporters and 
congressmen to the scene on the 
SS Henderson, and congressmen 
not invited to attend loudly threat- 
ened reprisals. 

Mitchell and a brace of daring 
young Army airmen, many of 
whom later became air force gen- 
erals. succeeded in sinking the Os- 
terfriesland. And out of the en- 
suing wrangle came the clarion 
cry that the Navy was done for. 
CONFLICTING CRIES 

Mitchell had been vindicated, 
the airmen and the air-minded 
cried. But the inter-service war 
only increased in intensity. The 
Navy said that the test was not 
conclusive because the battleship 
could not defend itself or take eva- 
sive action. 

Mitchell further annoyed the 
conservative brass within the 
Army and Navy by predicting the 
future would see bombers capable 
of flying across the ocean at the 
dizzy speed of 200 miles an hour. 

Airmen also charged the Navy 
forced them to seek out targets at 
sea and that Army personnel was 
prohibited from viewing bomb 
damage until Navy repair créws 
had patched up certain bombed 
ships. 

Almost unnoticed in the post- 
test debating was the careful ge- 
port of an Army-Navy evaluation

Million Licensed 
Drivers To Use 
State's Highways 


More than a million automobile 
drivers in Georgia had been issued 
driver’s licenses at noon yester- 
day, when the State fiscal year 
closed, it was revealed by W. E. 
Spence, State Commissioner of 
Public Safety. 

Spence said exactly 1,100,000 li- 
censes had been issued during the 
year, which represents an addition 
of $933,000 in cash to State Treas- 
ury funds. 

The sale of licenses for the year 
just ended exceeds that of any 
year since the present licensing 
system was inaugurated in 1937, 
he said, and brought in $93,000 
more in revenue than last yedr. 

A great danger to the motoring 
public exists now that gas ration- 
ing has been lifted Spence em- 
phasized. 

More people than ever are now 
driving on highways throughout 
the State, and a great number of 
the automobiles now in use are not 
safe even for experienced drivers, 
according to the statement. 

Almost one out of every two 
cars being driven now is a poten- 
tial threat, Spence said, pointing 
out that of 3,568 automobiles in- 
spected by the State Patrol last 
week, 1,732 were found to be de- 
fective. 

Many of the defects are of a 
minor character, such as improper 
headlights and tail lights, faulty 
brakes, and worn steering mechan- 
isms, but still constitute a major 
threat to safe driving, he said. 

The one cheerful note in the re- 
port is that most people seem to 
have been able to get new or 
serviceable tires in the last few 
months, according to the Commis- 
sioner. State troopers found only 
36 cars with unsafe tires in their 
recent check.

Wiley Moore Supports Carmichael; 
His Personal Survey Backs Him Up 


Politically astute Wiley L. Moore, 
Atianta businessman, farmer, fin- 
ancier and civic leader who has 
long kept a sensitive finger tip on 
the political pulse of Georgia, yes-

MANSION "WARMED" IN ‘59

PRETTY TREE, June 29—Like 
an old watch you sometimes see 
on a chain around the neck of a 
lacy old woman, the house was a 
family piece. 

It had been handed down from 
generation to generation and al- 
though four sons had now owned 
it, it still had six to go under the 
terms of its will. 

It was the Prather Place—the 
Prather Place of Pretty Tree, so 
called because for more than 100 
years an oak of remarkable beauty 
had grown here. When I heard 
about the old house, over in Toc- 
coa, I wanted to see it.

Atlanta’s new tax on alcoholic 
beverages designed to increase 
City revenues approximately $1,- 
000,000 annually will become ef- 
fective tomorrow, and Joe L. Rich- 
ardson, City Clerk, has issued a 
warning to wholesalers and retail- 


ers that failure to comply will sub- 
ject offenders to severe penalties. 


Wholesale and retail dealers in 
liquor, beer and wines must file 
inventories with Richardson by 
12:30 p. m. tomorrow and pay the 
tax due. Retailers need pay only 
on their inventories, but wholesal- 
ers and distributors must pay on 


any beverages received in the fu- | 


ture from whatever source. 
Failure to comply with the new 


ordinance will subject violators to | 


fines not exceeding $500 or 60 
days in jail, either or both, in the 
discretion of the recorder, and 
wholesalers who fail to pay on all 
liquors, beers or wines they re- 
ceive for sale inside Atlanta are- 
subject to revocation of their li- 
censes to continue in business. 
Under the new taxing program 


a charge of 96 cents per case must | 


be paid on liquor: 48 cents per 
case on wine: $1.50 per 15 1-2-gal- 
lon keg of beer; 75 cents per 7 3-4- 
gallon keg of beer: and 15 cents 
per case on beer.

Saturday. 


Hood succeeds Retiring Presi- 
dent Ben Lambert, of Newnan. 
Others elected to serve with the 
new president are J. B. paar 
Louisville, first vice president; 
W. Davis, Pembroke, second vice 
president, and C. N. Phillips, Law- 
renceville, third vice president. 


The -wardens re-elected Roy 
Seay, Greenville, secretary, and 
J. M. Harkins, Atlanta, assistant. 


Saturday’s session included an 
address by C. A. Williams, director 
of the State Board of Correction, 
and a talk by Chairman Ed Ever- 
ett, of the State Pardon and Parole 
Board. 


Williams spoke on juvenile de- 
linquency. He said Georgia al- 
ready has bought facilities for de- 
tention of juvenile delinquents in 
a separate unit to be located near 
Reidsville. He urged county ward- 
ens to work for separate juvenile 
accommodations to meet the in- 
creasing problems of young offend- 
ers and their corrective training. 

The Georgia wardens also con- 
sidered measures of their own on 
these lines, and suggested the 
adoption of distinctive prison 
clothing for all prisoners—not the 
old-style striped convict suits — 
but uniforms in fabric and color 
not easily purchased on the open 
market. 


Friday night Gov. Ellis Arnall 
told the county prison wardens 
their work has played a major 
part in improving Georgia’s prison 
system and methods of correction. 

Governor Arnall said conditions 
in the county jails of the state 
have shown steady improvement 
during the past year. He urged 
that this progress be continued in 
the prisons of the State. 


“Separate facilities for handling 
juvenile delinquents are needed 
very much throughout our State,” 
Gov. Arnall said. “Indeed, juve- 
nile delinquency looms now as one 
of the major crime problems in 
Georgia, and surveys should be 
made at local levels to determine 


the best possible ways of han- |’ 


dling the problem and providing 
quarters for juvenile offenders. 


Jobs in State 
Show Increase 


Manufacturing employment in 
Georgia increased by 1,400 work- 
ers between March 15 and April 
15 primarily because of settlement 
of the. steel and automobile 
strikes.

States Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
employment on April 15 was 244-,- 
000 as compared with 242,600 a 
month earlier. 


All of the rise during this 30- 
day period may be attributed to 
changes occurring in the durable 
goods industries. This group add- 
ed 3,300 workers while the “con- 
sumer” goods group dropped some 
1900 workers. 


However, despite the reduction 
in the “consumer” goods group em- 
ployment during this period, the 
April level (176,000 persons) was

But, the 
warehousemen’s association has 
assured the United Tobacco As- 
sociation that some of the mar- 
kets will be kept open until all 
tobacco has been sold. 


This plan calls for warehouses 
with two sets of buyers to Jose 
one set of buyers after August 16, 
and warehouses with one set of 
buyers will curtail the number of 
baskets each buys per day in or- 
der that all warehouses will be 
on equal footing. But, all the buy- 
ing forces will be curtailed after 
August 16 as they move to the 
next tobacco belt. 

URGES GRADING 


Tillman said it is to the best in- 
terest of the tobacco producers to 
grade their tobacco properly, and 
in the recent committee meetings 
with the buyers told them that if 
they did not give premiums for 
properly graded tobacco this sea- 
son, they would defeat efforts to 
get producers to spend the time 
to properly grade the tobacco by 
removing all foreign elements 
such as tobacco twine, paper, and 
trash.

“Producers and warehousemen 
are facing a labor shortage this 
year,” Tillman said. “Last season 
they had war prisoner labor. At 
Hazelhurst and Quitman this pris- 
on labor was used entirely to move 
tobacco off the floor after its sale. 
This labor is not available this 
year, and farm labor has only 
slightly increased in numbers. The 
drying plants have sufficient wom- 
anpower but not sufficient man- 
power.” 


In commending The Constitu- 
tion’s recent editorials calling for 
a better break for the Georgia 
producer through a longer buying 
season, Tillman pointed to the 
need for more skilled buyers. 


“The tobacco companies are go- 
ing to be forced to train and de- 
velop sufficient buying and cleri- 
cal staffs to handle the prolonged 
selling seasons and handle the auc- 
tions in the various belts simul- 
taneously. 

“With the development of new 
types of tobacco, the selling sea- 
sons are coming closer and closer 
together in the various belts. Be- 
fore long the various belts will be 
opening simultaneously in keeping 
with the early maturity of tobacco 
due to the development of these 
new varieties.”

Breding intentions for Fall far- 
rowing indicated by the survey 
point to 158,000 sows which, if 
realized, will be a-10 percent in- 


crease over the 144,000 Fall sows 
farrowed last year.

Because today is Sunday, the Army Recruiting Station, at 
321 New Post Office Building, will remain open until mid- 
night to handle any applications for re-enlistment that may 
come in. And midnight tonight is the deadline for such privi- 
leged enlistments. 

In order to prevent delays, 15 men will be on duty at the 
Recruiting Station -from 8 a. m. until midnight. In an ex-GI 
brings his discharge form and Form 100 showing his qualifica- 
tions, it will take him just 25 minutes to get back into the 
Army on this privileged status.

“But he that hateth his brother is in dark-

I put that up there as a sort of text for this piece. 

I want to try to write it as plainly as I can. 

It is about an aspect of the State political race. 

Former Gov. E. D. Rivers is deeply embittered and angry with 
Gov. Ellis Arnall. 

Maybe he ought to be. Maybe not. I don’t know. It is not my 
purpose here to argue it. At any rate, he has become very bitter 
and has lost his perspective. 

There were many good things about his administration. I have 
not the slightest hesitancy in saying so. I said so then, and say so 
again. From his viewpoint, it was unfortunate that many of those 
about him became involved in graft and in manipulations with 
pardons, about which he knew little, which destroyed the prestige 
of his constructive acts. His own political prestige was seriously 
damaged. A bitter anti-Rivers faction developed out of it. 

But through it all, E. D. Rivers never lost sight of one fact—he 
was loyal to his State. And he believed and knew that Eugene 
Talmadge was bad for it.

A minority wanted 
to go even further and abolish 
price controls on meat, which the 
Senate had voted originally, but 


which House and Senate conferees 


had restored. Sen. Wherry, Nebras- 
ka, Republican whip, was leading 
that fight. 

In the House: The Rules Com- 
mittee was burying the minimum 
wage increase bill with far less 


ceremony than attended the hang- 


ing of Danny Dever, putting it off 
until after the elections. The 
House Labor Committee appealed 
in vain for a place on the House 
calendar this session for the sim- 
ple bill it finally had approved 
to increase the minimum wage in 
industries operating in interstate 
commerce from 40 to 65 cents an 
hour. 

There seemed an inconsistency 
in these actions at both ends of 
the Capitol. 


THE MINIMUM wage Dill, 
Passed already by the Senate in 
different form and with complica- 
tions, is designed to raise the pay 
of the forgotten folks in our econ- 
omy, the two to four million mill 
workers and white collar workers. 
They lack organization and the 
protection of labor unions and 
have not benefited from union in- 
creases. 

Yet prices are going up under 
the compromise bill, whatever its 
final form, Some in both House 
and Senate, if they had had their 
way, would have abolished OPA. 
The Senate voted to abolish price 
controls on livestock, poultry, eggs, 
dairy products, as well as meat, 
but the Senate- House Conference 
Committee hesitated to go that far, 
because of public protests. 

The people on the fringe of our 
economy grimly face higher living 
costs, yet they are denied help 
through a minimum wage increase 
bill. The proposed increase would 
not have helped much, but some. 
Testimony before Congressional 
committees revealed how difficult 
it is for them to get along now. 


SEN. WHERRY said a _ good 
deal about black markets through 
which, he estimated, 80 percent of 
meat is now sold. He said that 
meat price controls did not work 
and that the present situation ‘“‘is 
causing wholesale disrespect for 
law.” (How about blaming the 
lawbreakers a bit, Senator?) 

The people who would be af- 
fected by the minimum wage in- 
crease naturally do not know any- 
thing about black markets, except 
what they read. They can’t buy 
in them. And, if prices are going 
up anyhow under this bill, they 
can’t buy much, if any meat, then. 
To them, all of this fight in ‘Wash- 
ington is largely theoretical. 

Sen. Wherry also said that un- 
less this situation is cured by lift- 
ing meat controls “acts of violence 
will be committed in this coun- 
try.” By whom? Certainly not by 
the cattle industry and the meat in- 
dustry. They seem to be doing all 
right. The cattlemen and farmers 
are able to hold their cattle off 
the market without any hardship, 
waiting for higher prices, a new 
sort of strike. 


THE VIOLENCE, if anhy, might 
be expected from those in the 
low-income scale who would get 
some relief from the minimum 
wage bill. But they won’t be vio- 
lent, at least not yet. They are the 
meek, though they do not yet in- 
herit the earth. They are compara- 
tively few, too. They are not po- 
litically effective enough to 
frighten any Congressmen, and no 
campaign contributions come 
from them.

In North Africa, Cpl. Henry John Bonura weighed 235 pounds 
and fanned out in all directions. His ham-like hands had fingers 
big as bananas sold at his fruit stand in New Orleans. He looked 
so sloppy in military uniform that in winter when he wore an 
overcoat it appeared at first glance he had a GI blanket draped 
over his gigantic shoulders. The Army never asked Cpl. Bonura 
to appear in its films showing how soldiers- should march and 
carry themselves. He lumbered along, cap askew. His salute puzzled 
officers. They didn’t know whether he was waving, scratching his 
nose or thumbing it. 


% Thus, the military genius of Cpl. Bonura was camou- 
By Passer flaged. Kar! von Clausewitz could not have given 
Cpl. Bonura any pointers on infiltration and by-passing. 


One of Cpl. Bonura’s most brilliantly executed by-passes came 
in the Spring of 1943 when he was trying to get his baseball 
diamonds ready. He glided by the numerous senior officers form- 
ing the outer defenses of the commanding general's office, and 
then slipped past the last obstacles in his path, the General’s aide 
and his chief of staff. 

“Zeke, what’s on your mind?” the General asked. Cpl. Bonura 
was and is known informally as Zeke, 


“General,” Zeke said, “I gotta have bulldozers. If we're gonna 
have those diamonds ready, I gotta have bulldozers.” 

Zeke had his bulldozers in 30 minutes. 

On another occasion when Zeke was forced to move 
General's sanctum, he said: 


“General, I gotta have an airplane. I gotta have it now.” 

It is not Army custom for corporals to request airplanes. He 
had to explain. Zeke’s team was ready to go to Casablanca, but 
no one at the airport knew anything about transportation. Zeke 
had been assured that arrangements had been made. 


The General got on the phone and Zeke got his plane. 


Very late one night, Zeke got a call from an MP who said 
thousands of the Afrika Korps captured in Tunisian fighting had 
been herded on his playing fields. Zeke drove pell-mell out to the 
diamonds. He threaded his way through the masses of PWs and 
finally found the officer in charge. Zeke explained that the Jerries 
were ruining his diamonds, trampling all over them, and that 
they would have to get off. The officer said, sure, he’d move them. 

Zeke’s ability to equip his various sports teams is legendary. 
He once located 900 pairs of tennis shoes for his basketball teams 
No one thought there was a pair in North Africa. 

As you see, Zeke’s intelligence was generally very good, but 
there was one exception when it fouled up with almost fatal results. 
At the time, Zeke was trying to build a baseball park that ‘‘would 
remind the GIs of the Polo Grounds or Ebbets Field.” A large 
number of choice pieces of lumber were necessary. Lumber is 
just about as precious as gold in North Africa, so Zeke wisely 
decided on a night operation. At nightfall Zeke backed his truck 
up to the lumber pile and was going about his work methodically. 
It had been arranged that the MP guarding the pile would look 
the other way while Zeke gathered up the lumber. He had almost 
completed his mission when a rifle was discharged. 

Zeke said the bullet screamed by. his face, convincing him that 
the guard, who apparently was a new and conscientious man, 
meant business. Everybody told Zeke better, pointing out that no 
soldier in the American Army, not even a company clerk, could 


miss Bonura unless he tried to. 

: : The high esteem in which Zeke was held 
Final Authority was shown at a deciding game witnessed 
by several thousand servicemen. The game was very close when 
the batter hit a home run with a man on base. The umpire ruled 
that the batter didn’t touch second.

SAYS DANGER OVER 
Dade County 


Claims Polio 
Cases Fall 


MIAMI, Fla., June 29—Danger 
of increasing incidence of polio- 
myelitis in Dade County “defi- 
nitely has passed” Dr. T. E. Cato, 
Dade County Health Commis- 
sioner, announced here, after 
studying the continued decline in 
cases reported during the past sev- 
eral weeks. 

Stressing as “ridiculous” the 
Georgia State Department of 
Health quarantine against chil- 
dren from Florida in an effort to 
combat the disease, Dr. Cato is 
supported in his opinion by such 
outstanding authorities on the sub- 
ject as Dr. Haven Emerson, School 
of Public Health, Columbia Uni- 
versity; Kenneth F. Maxcy, M. D., 
Professor of Epidemiology, Johns 
Hopkins University; William W. 
Frye, M. D., Professor of Public 
Health, Vanderbilt University; W. 
M. Hammond, M. D., Professor of 
Epidemiology, University of Cali- 
fornia; K. F. Meyer, M. D., Direc- 
tor Hooper Foundation, San Fran- 
cisco; Gaylord W. Anderson, M. D., 
Director School of Public Héalth, 
University of Minnesota; Dr. 
Thomas Rivers, Director, Rocke- 
fellér Institute, New York City; 
Dr. Roy F. Feemster, M. D., Direc- 
tor, Division of Communicable 
Diseases, Massachusetts State 
Health Department; Dr. Carl F. 
Jordan. M. D., Director, Iowa 
State Health Department; Drs. 
Aycock and Gordon, Professors of 
Epidemiology, Harvard University 
School of Public Health: Dr. L. M.

Actually, although the disease 
was more prevalent than in pre- 
vious recorded years, it was, ac- 
cording to Dr. Cato, never more 
than twice a normal year’s expec- 
tancy (about 35 cases). In the 
period since the first of the year 
there were 70 cases in Dade Coun- 
ty, reaching a peak of 11 cases in 
the week ending May 25 and 
dropping to two cases during the 
week ending June 22. 

Dr. Cato says “there is no fur- 
ther immediate danger from this 
dread disease in this county above 
normal expectancy.”

Jobless men and women in Sa- 
vannah now number 6,500—largest 
percentages of unemployed in the 
three Georgia cities polled, re- 
ports disclosed. The Savannah un- 
employed group consists chiefly of 
returned veterans and displaced 
war workers, including skilled 
construction workers of all types, 
who have become unemployed as 
construction jobs were completed 
and existing conditions prevented 
the beginning of new construction.

Blessed with a small rate of in- 
cidence of serious cattle disease, 
this State still is far from its 
maximum production of beef be- 
cause farmers do not give enough 
|} attention to the diet of their ani- 
'mals and to the proper diversifi- 
‘cation of pastures, Dr. Clower ex- 
| plained. 

“We can’t compete with the big 
‘corn-producing States in the mat- 
‘ter of feed,” Dr. Clower comment- 
ed, “but we can raise grass for 
feed with the right mineral con- 
tent, provided farmers plan their 
pastures properly.” 

FARMERS’ MISTAKES 

He pointed out that many beef 
animals in this State suffer from 
malnutrition and low mineral con- 
tent because farmers think they 
can turn old, wornout farm land 
into pastures with little work and 
without proper fertilization. 

Cattle, he added, are only as 
good as the food they eat and 
produce offspring in relation to 
their state of health. 

Although the beef cattle indus- 
try has increased approximately 
10 percent, it would become even 
‘larger if the cattle growers would 
| bestir themselves, Dr. Clower said. 
| Pastures should be rotated, he 
declared, and feed crops should be 
planted for both Winter and Sum- 
mer months. The pastures should 
be fertilized and all the care ac- 
corded farm crops should be given 
the grazing land. 

If this were done, he said, Geor- 
gia cattle production would far 
outpoint beef raising in States 
where grazing is possible only part 
of the year. 

CATTLE DISEASE RARE 

Then, too, the State would be 
‘able to profit by the scarcity of 
serious cattle disease. In areas in 
other States, anthrax offers a real 
problem, Dr. Clower remarked. 
But in Georgia there are only two 
outbreaks of the dread disease on 
record and these did not reach 
great proportions. 

The cost of raising cattle feed 
|also would be cheaper here if 
‘proper planning were given to 
'pastures, the Chief Veterinarian 
‘said, pointing to the cost of rais- 
‘ing corn and other harvested feed 
crops. 

Dr. Clower named the parasitic 
insects as another hindrance to a 
larger increase in cattle produc- 
tion. But these pests, worms, lice,

record. 

The AP average of industrial, 
rail and utility stocks together was 
about 50 percent below 1929 in 
late June. 

The current level of the market 
as indicated by the Associated 
| Press averages is corroborated by 
other well-known price gauges. 

Barron’s index, based on the 
market value of all shares listed 
in the New York Stock Exchange, 
was 23 percent below the 1929 
peak on May 31, last date for 
which the index was computed. 
The industrial component was 
only 14 percent under 1929. 

Standard & Poor’s weekly in- 
dex of 354 industrials was 19.8 
percent below 1929 on June 12 
this year. 

“THIN” MARKET 

Stock market analysts have put 
two labels on the 1946 market: 
it’s an inflation market; sec- 
ond, it’s one of the “thinnest” mar- 
kets on record. 

The inflationary aspect may be 
viewed from two angles, accord- 
ing to chartists. 

One view emphesizes the huge 
sums af money in the hands of 
the public and available in banks. 
This money, they contend, has 
been the main driving force which 
pushed stock prices upward along 
with the prices of consumer and 
capital goods. This trend was ac- 
centuated by the inability of pro- 
duction to keep up with demand. 

Another view takes the market 
on a long-range basis. The stock 
market, this group says, is a re- 
flection of the national economy— 
not as it is today but as the mar- 
ket expects it to be four or six 
or twelve months from today.

Here’s how some families are 
solving their housing problem. 
it takes time, energy, common 


sense — but it’s worth it... 


We. our pioneer ancestors pushed west 
into unsettled land, they had no place 
to live. This was an acute housing shortage, 
but they didn’t know that. They just went 
ahead and built homes 

That pioneer blood still runs in American 
veins. Take Paul Corey of Putnam County, 
New York. That’s his house and his family 
you see on these pages. He built that house. 

Built it himself, I mean, with his own hands. 
He drew plans, carried stone, put up forms, 
poured concrete, hammered nails, sawed 
boards, hung doors, bargained with dealers, 
ran wires, put in plumbing, fitted windows, 
oiled siding. Mrs. Corey held things in place, 
nailed paneling and flooring, chiseled ceiling 
beams to smoothness. 

“Next time I’ll do the work before the 
beam’s in place,”’ she says. “‘It was hard 
on the neck.” 

The Coreys’ is an unusual feat, perhaps, 
but a surprising number of families are doing 
the same thing in other parts of the country. 
It is no solution to the national housing short- 
age, of course. For one thing, it takes a lot of 
time. But it has turned out to be a satisfying 


personal solution for a good many families 
with exceptional determination or the desire 
to ride a super-hobby. 

In Miami, Florida, a young Navy lieuten- 
ant named Alfred B. Parker is just finishing 
the second story of his house. He did most of 
the work mornings and evenings while on an 
8-to-5:30 Navy job. He had to. In mid-war 
his landlord had said, ““Get out!” 

These were harsh words to a couple with a 
baby on the way, but the Parkers pitched in, 
tore down an old building, scrounged around 
for glass and native stone, soon had a livable 
house. In spite of priorities and far tougher 
government restrictions than the present ones, 
the Parkers now own a house that they tell 
me has been appraised at 10 times the $1,200 
they spent on it. 


Whole Family Pitched In 


Tue nation was feeling no severe housing 
pinch when the Donald Thompsons of Spring 
Hill, West, Virginia, decided shortly before the 
war to acquire a home the hard way. They 
drafted their parents and their children and 
made a threé-generation project of it. Mr. 
Thompson, trained as a designer, worked out 
a novel assembly of plywood panels, toiled 
evenings and week ends to assemble them in 
the basement of his rented house. 

When his two-week vacation came around, 
the whole family gathered to erect the house. 
There was still some finishing to be done when 


the Thompsons moved in, but they had a 
place to live. For all its spacious modern de- 
sign and two bedrooms (with provision for 
adding a third) it cost only $3,000. 

In Le Grand, lowa, the Fred Phippses have 
a three-bedroom, native-stone house with a 
friendly Early American look. With every- 
thing finished except the bathroom, they 
calculated that it had cost them §1,500. 
And a lot of hard work, of course. 

A Marine veteran in,Southern California 
now has a sprawling adobe home that he built 
himself, using mud from his own land. The 
new government regulations should make it 
easier for veterans to obtain materials. 

Another Southwestern family built their 
house of concrete block, which happened to 
be cheap and readily available. The poet. 
Robinson Jeffers, built his own stone house 
near beautifuP Carmel, California. 

Such things are quietly going on all over the 
country. Paul Corey hears fre- 
quently from other amateur 
builders, including several within 
an hour’s drive of his own home 
near Cold Spring. Most of them , 
are people who work full time 
for a living and still manage to 
get houses built in odd hours. 

They have other things in com- 
emon. They are all scroungers. 

Few of them knew anything 
about carpentry or bricklaying 
when they began. And material shortages 
are teaching all of them skill at improvising. 

Corey puts it this way: “Don’t start with 
some preconceived notion of what your house 
should look like or what it should be made of. 
Look around you. Some things are scarce; 
some, just as good, are plentiful. Be guided 
by what you can get.” 


Stone was Logical 


Tue Corey house, Treadmill Terrace. is 
stone, because Putnam County is full of it. 
There was plenty nght on the site. 

“If I had been building in the southern- 
pine country, I'd probably have put up a 
frame house,”” he says. “In the Northwest I 
might have used redwood. In the Southwest 
— well, there’s always mud for adobe bricks.”’ 

Same way with the plan. Corey built on 
three levels because the best site was occupied 
by a gigantic boulder too heavy to move. The 
house simply flows up over the boulder. 

The fireplace is an example of scrounging. 
Corey had had no intention of using a manu- 
factured iron core with heat ducts — until 
he discovered one gathering rust in the yard 
of a lumber company. He got it cheap. 

His study, completed only a few months 
ago, is paneled in fir plywood because the 
local lumber company had just enough on 
hand for the job. It might have been oak or 
redwood or African mahogany, if one of these 
had been more readily available. 

The front door hangs on strikingly hand- 

old strap-iron hinges salvaged from an 
ancient house. 

These improvisations have not harmed the 
place. Indeed, they have given it much of 
its naturalness and hospitable character. 

Corey would not pretend to tell you just 
how to go about building your house. Each 
man’s taste should be a law to itself, he 
believes, and each site and each question 
of local availability of this material or 
that must be considered. 

So must local codes and government re- 
strictions. The time to learn what is legal in 
your locality and what is not, is before you 
begin to build. If what you plan is against 
restrictions, you may be able — as the Parkers 
of Miami were — to persuade your neighbors 
to make an exception in your case. 
grow out of what your family needs, not imi- 


tate plans meant for someone else. My wife 
and I built two studies because, being writers, 
we needed them, but most people would pre- 
fer more bedrooms or a game room or a big 
dining room. 

“I think nearly everyone will want to use 
the unit plan. This just means that you build 
a small part of the house and get it finished 
as quickly as possible, so you can live in it 
while you build the rest of the house at your 
leisure. But even though you build in sec- 
tions, you should have a definite idea of what 
the finished house will be. 


Scrounging Pays 
“On . z . 
CE you've started construction, don’t 
scorn used materials. This is where your 
project can be flexible. Sound old lumber can 
usually be found by any first-class scrounger, 
and it may be better than green new lumber 
which would cost more. If you have to, you 
can buy an old barn and tear it 
down. Beams and paneling and 
even flooring from a_ broken- 
down old house may be much 
handsomer than any new stuff. 
“Take what you can get. You 
may have to leave space for a 
bathtub, a scarce item just now, 
but you can get a shower.”’ 
Corey is a great believer in? 
. pay-as-you-go. “By doing your 
es own building and sticking to the 
unit plan of one or two rooms at a time, most 
people can pay for their materials as they buy 
them. Add to your other savings the interest 
you don’t pay, and your ten-thousand-dollar 
house shouldn’t cost you half that much.”’ 
Judging from Corey’s own experience, that 
is conservative figuring. He has barely $3,000 
invested in his place. Before the study was 
finished and before housing was short in his 
area, he turned down $10,000 for it. 
I asked Corey how much building experi- 
ence he had had before starting his house. 
“I wasn’t exactly a beginner,” he said, 
grinning. “I once built a shaky bookshelf in 
my apartment. But anyone who had a manual- 
training course in high school is better 
equipped to put up a house than I was.”’ 
Corey would not insist that you do all 
the work yourself. Professional advice 


_ and aid should be called for when needed. 


“Put your neighbors and friends and relatives 
to work if you can,”” he suggests. “‘And if you 
can get a good price on ready-mixed concrete, 
you will save a lot of time. If part of the work 
scares you too much, hire experts to do it. 
I had an electrician do some wiring — but we 
did everything else ourselves.” 


Help is Available 


Most of the problems Corey ran into, he 
worked out himself. But government pam- 
phliets come in handy, he has found. If plumb- 
ing seems an unsolvable mystery, one of the 
big mail-order houses will draw up your plans, 
give you instructions and lend you tools — 
all free with your purchase of materials. 

“Just don’t let the idea scare you,” is 
Corey’s admonition. “If you have enough 
brains to earn a living, you have more than 
enough to build a house.”’ 

There is somethimg about putting up your 
own home that arouses enthusiasm. Back- 
aches and blisters forgotten, Corey sat down 
recently in his study and wrote a book called 
“Build a Home,” to help others who would 
like to try what he has done. 

This enthusiasm is catching. Recklessly let- 
ting my lease run out, I am heading for Cali- 
fornia this coming month. With whatever new, 
used or discarded materials I can scrounge 
(see — I have the right attitude already) I am 
going to erect my own house. And my wife 
and young daughters are looking forward 
to helping. The End

VER 50,000 Americans who have had 
{) the courage to pull up stakes and turn 
their backs on the sights and sounds of 
Main Street are now basking in a tropical 
Wtopia known as the Canal Zone. They're 
the forerunners of all the thousands of 
Americans who w:‘l soon be working for the 
tovernment at our many new bases around 
the world. 
| The Canal Zone, however, is still the 
‘aristocrat of our overseas outposts. And it 
took blood, sweat and tears to build out of 
malarial muck our present safe, clean Zone 
for the Americans who guard, 
administer and maintain the 
vital Panama Canal. 

Life in the Zone and the 

operation of the Canal are 
shown in ““Panama,”’ the lat- 
est THIS IS AMERICA- This 
Week Short, produced by 
Frederic Ullman, jr. for RKO Pathe. The 
area today is humming with activity as 
‘peacetime shipping resumes and plans are 
made for improvements to the Big Ditch, 
|which may become a sea-level canal. 

No one knows what an atom bomb might 
do to the famous maritime short cut. Army 
‘engineers think the best plan is to build 
‘improvements to the vital waterway. They 
| would permit Atlantic-to-Pacific traffic 


| if the present system is put out of ac- 
| tion. This means high employment in 


| the Zone. 


What makes the Canal Zone a paradise 


_ in the tropics? Follow the trail of a young 
| couple recently arrived in the Zone to work 
| for the U.S. government and you can see 

| for yourself. 


First of all, the young couple found an

apartment. That could almost clinch the 
argument right here. But let’s go on. 

The apartment was not elaborate but you 
don't need much: no glass for the windows, 
just screens; no radiators, for Nature pro- 
vides the heat. There was a living room, 
bedroom, dining room, bathroom, kitchen 
(with refrigerator) and .the rent was 20 
dollars a month. 

In taking over, the young couple also 
acquired a couple of tropical terms: 
“dry closet”’ and “‘louver.’’ During the 
rainy season, which spurts sporadically from 
April to December, housewives in the Zone 
pay close attention to their dry closets lest 
their clothes turn green. The young couple 
made a dry closet out of a damp closet by 
installing an oversized electric bulb. A 
louver, they discovered, is a 
kind of fixed venetian blind 
used in the tropics as a wall. 
It offers visual privacy but 
lets air circulate. 

After fixing up their apart- 
ment they got a commussary 
card. This enabled the house-’ 
wife to buy tender sirloin steak at 30 cents 
a pound, while her husband bought a good 
pair of shoes for $3.50. Other Zone bar- 
gains: cigarettes six cents a pack, gas 10 
cents a gallon. 

A ©.Z. commissary has everything — 
from abundant butter to Peruvian silver at 
bargain prices. In the adjoining republic 
inflation has run wild; a banana split in the 
land of bananas costs 50 cents. It has been, 
said that many a pretty Panamanian has 
baited her line for a Yanquis — not because 
he promised to take her to New York’s gold- 
paved streets, but because he could give 
her a commussary card. 

The young husband may get $3,600 a 
year as a Zone employee. A hustling New 
Yorker might turn up his nose at that kind

Fred Smith has a way 
with chicken. Try it for 


a treat on the Fourth 


“(>i the land of thg free’’ —- 
there's chicken to fry on the 
Fourth of July. The East does it 
their way, the Middlewest, the 
Southwest, the far West have ideas 
all their own. But today the South 
speaks. Fourth of July orator on 
picnic-fried chicken is none other 
than Conrad Frederick Smith, East- 
ern manager of the Poultry and Egg 
National Board. 

Fred Smith was born and raised 
in Trenton, Tenn., moving on to 
North Carolina, to Davidson Col- 
lege at the ripe age of 18. Since col- 
lege, Fred’s been a reporter and eci- 
tor on big and little papers, all 
through the South. A dyed-in-the- 
wool Southerner with a fried-chicken 
complex, what's more, he wants to 
do the frying himself. Whether it’s 
a picnic in the wildwood, backyard 
or down on the beach, Fred does the 
bird in barbecue fashion. 

Just any old chicken won't do. 
It must be a young thing. two to 
two and one-half pounds; allow 
a half to an cater. 

Preliminary cooking starts in the 
kitchen at home with the cooking 
of the giblets and the making of the 
sauce. Gizzard and heart are cov- 
ered with water and to this is added 
one-half teaspoon salt, two pepper- 
corns, a clove, a tip of bay leaf, a 
little onion. Simmer until gizzard 
is easily pierced with fork; it takes 
maybe two hours. The tender liver 
may be broiled, {ned or simmered 
as desired and five to 15 minutes is 
time enough for the cooking. 

Barbecue Sauce 

2 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoon black pepper 

1 teaspoon dry mustard 

1 teaspoon sugar 

1 pod red pepper, chopped 

1 medium onion, finely chopped 

1 small clove garlic, finely minced 

4 cup butter, or margarine 

2 cups tomato juice 

146 cups vinegar 

2 tablespoons Worcestershire 

Cooked giblets, chopped 


Mix salt, pepper, mustard and 
sugar in saucepan. Add red pepper, 
onion, garlic, fat, tomato . juice” 
vinegar and Worcestershire. Then 
add the chopped cooked giblets, 
bring to a boil, and simmer until 
sauce is thick. Pour into a screw-top 


-quart jar and store in the refrigera- 


tor until picnic time. Yield: approxi- 
mately three cups, sufficient for two 
broilers. 


Open Fire Barbecue 


Have chickens, two to two and 
one-half pounds, cleaned and split 
for broiling. Spread halves of bird 
on broiling rack, bone side to flame. 
This gives the bone a chance to get 
really hot to help hofd the heat 
while the outside is cooking. If the 
longest period of cooking is done first 
on the inside, then the juices will 
run to the breast and the bird is less 
dry. 

Broil over a bed of glowing coals 

but no flame. Pour barbecue 
sauce into pot and keep at one side 
of brower, allowing to simmer and 
thicken. Tie a clean cloth around a 
green stick to use as a basting swab 
and baste birds every few minutes 
with the hot sauce. When the chicken 
is tender and crisply browned serve 
halves bone side up with a generous 
dip of sauce in the mb cage. 


Indoor Barbecue { 


You are going to picnic at home? 
Then do your barbecued bird oven- 
style as Fred turns it out in his 
New York City kitchenette. 

Lay chicken halves skin side down 
in a deep skillet, add one large onion 
sheed, one clove garlic, gizzardggnd 
hearts. 

Meanwhile prepare barbecue sauce 
as previously detailed omitting 
onon, garlic and giblets. Heat to 
boiling, simmer until thick, and pour 
over chicken. Cook covered in a 
moderately hot oven (375°F.) one 
hour, or until tender, turning occa- 
sionally. Then remove cover and 
place the bird skin side up under 
broiler to brown. Watch it —three 
minutes should be time enough. 
Total cooking time of broiler: one 
hour. 

Serve hot with pan sauce which is 
now reduced to a rich gravy. Yield: 
four portions. 

When it’s Fred, fixing the picnic 
lunch, a potato salad goes along and 
whole tomatoes chilled and waxed- 
paper wrapped. 

Take big fat buns from the bakers 
to split and toast on the grill. Open 
fire black coffee, that’s the drink of 
the day. Iced tea or lemonade can 
go along in a thermos. Watermelon 
for dessert, cut lengthwise, a good 
wedge around, this to eat right to 
the rind without knife or fork.

The Judge 


A True Story by GEORGE SIDNEY 


A famous Hollywood director 
recalls how only a miraculous 
cigar lay between an innocent 


man and a verdict of *“‘guilty”’ 


5 sa he wasn’t really my uncle. It was 
just that I grew up in our town in a 
generation that always called him Uncle 
Harry. 

He was rather heavy and quite gray, and 
he affected sideburns and an elk’s-tooth fob 
dike all the old-time politicians. He had been 
re-elected judge of the district court for so 
many years that the opposition even quit 
putting out candidates against him. 

With political astuteness he both went 
to church and played poker. He kissed 
babies, election year or no, and he remem- 
bered names and could talk crops, and was a 
fine judge of apple pie at county fairs. 

He had just delivered a Fourth of July 
picnic speech the time he stopped by to 
shake hands with my father, compliment 
my mother and chuck me under the chin. 


** Y ou’reE a fine boy,”” Uncle Harry said. 
“Come down and see me in court sometime.” 
And that’s how I got a ringside seat at 
the Donohue trial. I was only 10 years old 
and I felt mighty proud when Uncle Harry 
let me sit on the little steps leading up to 
his bench. The court was that informal. 

Our town had never seen so much excite- 
ment over a murder case. Ted Donohue was 
honest and hardworking. But he was a “‘for- 
eigner” — he had come from upstate and 
had never been really accepted as home- 
folks. He got himself in bad with the Lay- 
tons when he fell in love with Mort Lay- 
ton’s girl, and then married her. The 
Laytons were a pretty wild bunch and Mort 
was the worst. 

Ted Donohue and his wife had been mar- 
ried a couple of years when The Shooting 
occurred. 

I was just a kid but I had heard all about 
it. Mort stopped the Donohues in their 
buggy one Sunday morning and drunkenly 
threatened Ted with a pistol. Ted, whose 
life had been threatened before, picked up 
a rifle from the floor of the buggy and they 
fired simultaneously. Only Mort was too 
drunk to aim well, and got drilled between 
the eyes. 

The self-defense angle didn’t keep Dono- 
hue from having to go to court on a murder 
charge. The county was full of Laytons and 
they were politically potent. And with an 


election coming up, the District Attorney 
was out to hang Ted Donohue. 

The jury was composed mostly of farmers, 
and the D.A. carefully exploited the fact 
that Donohue was an out-of-county man 
who had killed a home-county boy. It 
seemed pretty clear that the case would be 
decided on this manufactured moral issue. 

When the final jury arguments opened, 
the defense lawyer made a brief, factual 
summing-up of the testimony without re- 
sorting to bombast. 

And then the D.A. started his jury argu- 
ment. : 

There must have been 15 or 20 Laytons 
and their kinsmen in the courtroom, and 
the D.A. was talking largely for them and 
for his coming election. He launched into a 
flowery speech in which he reviled Ted as an 
outsider and a gunman and canonized Mort 
as a home boy and a paragon of the virtues. 

The D.A. was just getting warmed up 
when I first noticed Uncle Harry’s cigar. 
The Judge had luxuriously lighted up a fine, 
long cigar just at a dramatic moment. Like 
I said, the court was that informal. 


Tue Judge smoked with such obvious 
relish, puffing slowly and closing his eyes 
as though his mind were a thousand miles 
away, that I got tu watching him. Before 
long an ash began to form on the cigar. 

The more the D.A. ranted to the jury, 
the more calm and peaceful the Judge got. 
The cigar ash got longer and longer. Pretty 
soon I found myself watching that growing 
ash with almost morbid fascination, expect- 
ing it to fall and cascade down over the 
Judge’s vest at any second. 

And I soon realized that I wasn’t the only 
one watching it. Practically everyone in the 
courtroom had their eyes glued on it, wait- 
ing nervously for the growing ash to break. . 

The jurors weren't listening to a word the 
D.A. was saying. They just sat there, like 
everybody else, fidgeting and watching that 
fool cigar. The Judge kept puffing and the 
ash kept getting longer and longer, almost 
in defiance of gravity, it seemed. The cigar 
was down to a nub and the ash was still in- 
tact when the D.A. wound up. 

The jury was out only 20 minutes and 
when they came back in, Ted Donohue was 
a free man. They had never paid a bit of 
attention to the prosecution arguments, and 
when they came back the first thing the 
jurors did was look at the Judge’s miracu- 
lous cigar. 


It was then that I saw the Judge flick the 
ash for the first time. When it fell to the 
floor I saw a piece of wire, which had been 
carefully embedded in its length to support 
it, fall with it. 

Then the Judge remembered I was sitting 
there. 

“Didn't see anything, did you, son?” he 
asked. 

*‘No sir,”” I said, looking at the wire. 

“Good boy,” he said. ““The accused was 
innocent — but I didn’t trust that danged- 
fool jury. And I allus figured I’d find some
